Asks Clarification 
Of Sunday Blue Law 


TALLAHASSEE — Dallas L. 
Hostetler, exécutive director of the 
Florida State Retailers Association, 
called on Attorney General Rich- 
ard Ervin last week and asked 
some. questions designed to clarify 
1955 laws “which affect Sunday 
hours of Florida retail stores. 

Hostetler said that in amending 
old laws relating to operating re- 
tail establishments during Sunday, 
the Legislature appeared to have 
eliminated certain exceptions and 
exemptions. He asked for å sum- 
mary of what the law requires a 
merchant to do or not tg do to 
abide by the law. 

One amended section of the Blue 
Law calls for a $50 fine for any 
who carry on business or trade on 
Sunday, “unless the same be work 
of necessity.’ The amendment 


specifically exempts printing andj k 


the sale of Sunday newspapers. 


Another amendment says who-|f 


ever disposes of merchandise on 


Sunday shall be fined $50. “In case! § 
of emergency or necessity, how-|} 


ever, merchants, shop keepers and 
others may dispose of the com- 
forts and necessities of life’to cus- 
tomers ' without keeping open 
doors.” è
